THE MOVEMENT CACSING THE GREATLST

Believed to He the Expedition Which 
Left Hiroshima Sept. 2 tt 30,000 
Men—Chinese Reperted to Be in Fall 
Retreat Frem Meukden—Japanese 
Troeps Rapidly Advanciesg. Frem 
Cerea—Strengthentng the Fortifica- 
tions ef New Chwang. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 6.—The masters of several 
Chinese junts which arrived at Chefoo yes- 
terday reporthaving sighted a large fleet 
of Japanese transportsescorted by warships 
on Tuesday night. The Japanese fleet was 
then entering the Gulfof Pe Chi LI, and, 


. } after steaming westward for some distance, 


the course of the warships andjthe transports 
was altered toabout northeast. In all, tne 
Japanese fleet, warships and transports 
included, numbered seventy ships. Their 
presence in the Gulf of Pe Chi Li has caused 
the greatest excitement at Shanghai and 
elsewhere. 

It is believed that the Japanese fleet is the 
. @xpeditionary force consisting of 30,000 men 
which left Hiroshima, the Japaness head- 
quarters, on Sept. 2, under sealed orders and 
under command of Field \‘.arshal Count 
Oyama, who was Japanese Minister of War. 
Upon taking command of the expedition he 
temporarily handed over that portfolio to 
the Minister of Marine, Count Saigo, This 
force compesed the second Japanese army 

ps and was escorted by the second Jap- 
squadron. 

A dispatch received at New Chwand, Gulf 
of Laoton, says that the Catnese are in full 
retreat from Mouden, which is threatened 
by the rapid advance of the Japanese troops 
from Corea and the Japanese force said to 
have been landed near Possiel Bay and not 
far from the Russian territory bordering on 
Corea and the Chinese province of Man- 
churia. 

It is believed in Shanghaithat the Chinese 
forces which have been defending Mounken 
have been hastily summoned from that 
place in order to oppose the prejected Jap- 
anese landing either in the Gulf of Pe Chi Li 
or in the Gulf of Lacton. 

The Chinese have been hurriedly adding to 
the fortifications of New Chwang in anticipa- 
tion ofa Japanese attack upon that portora 
landing in its neighborhood.

The output of Takas- 
ima coal four years ago was about 400,000 
tons, while the entire Kuisiu region supplied 
more than 1,500,000 tons of coal durinw the 
same period. The principal coaling station 
of Japan is at Nagasaki, where 10,000 tons are 
kept at all times. At Yokohoma the average 
yearly supply is 2,600 tons. 
which is located near the Miki mines, has a 
supply of 80,000 always on hand, 
be Chinese coal is by no means as service- 
able for ships as the Japanese coal, and it is 
for this reason that Japan has been enabled 
to furnish China with large supplies, ‘The 
rincipal mines near the coast of China are 
ocated at Kaiping, eighty-fve miles dis- 
tance from Tien Tsin, which has an output 
in the neighborhoad of 400,000tons. At Tien 
Tein a supply of 2,500toms has always been 
on hand inthe past. Shanghai hasan aver- 
age yearly suppiy of 40,000 tons and at 
Swatow, China, 30, 000 tons of Japanese coal 
are exported yearly. Chefoo, Chinkiang, 
Wuhu, Kikang and Hankow also keep fairly 
large supplies of coal on hand. Not all of 
this coal is, however, avallabie for men- of. 
war, so thatin this respect at least, China is 
handicapped in her war with her plucky lit- 
tle neighbor.

STRUEHER ACQUITTED. 


He Was Charged With the Murder ef 
Eugene Pierlew. 


John Stroeher was acquitted in the Crim!- 
nal Court of a charge of murder in the frst 
degree in killing Eugene Pierlow. 
Stroeher Kept a saloon at 2301 south 
Third street. On Jan. 7 last Plerlow 
and some others were drinking im Stroeher’s 
saloon and Pierlow got into a dispute with 
Stroeher’s wife, who was tending bar, about 
the payment of some drinks. She called her 


husband and Pierlow was shot. He 
died Feb. 6, Stroeher was discharged 
by Judge Claiborne at his preliminary exam- 
ination, but was indicted by the Grand-jury. 
The jury was only out a few minutes, when a 
verdict of acquittal was reached.

Train Wrecker Richard Nagel Begins His 
Twenty Years’ Sentence. 


Richard Nagel, the train wrecker, who was 
givena twenty-year term in the peniten- 
tlary last week, for displacing a 
switch on the Mobile & Ohio Raltlway 
at Fish Lake, the night of June 4, 
causing the derailment of a locomotive, 
which resulted in the death of Fireman 


Robert Collins and the severe injury of Engi- 
neer Peter Kkyan, has been taken to the Ches- 
ter Penitentiary. Judge George W. Wall 
heard a motion for a new trial in the Monroe 
County Circuit Court at Waterloo, and over. 
ruled * When Judge Wall announced 
his nal decision the conviet 
broke down. He wept like * 
child and finally swooned away, being ut- 
terly proscrated. Nagelhas never admitted 
his guilt, but thoagh he was convicted on 
evidence purely circumstantial, no one be- 
lieves him innocent, as he was identified by 
Engineer Ryan as one ofthe masked robbers 
who heid up nie train previous to the 
wreck. Nagels mask dropped from his 
tace, so the 1 — claimed, while he was 
in the cab of the locomotive, and Ryan got a 
good View of his face. All efforts to induce 
Nagel to give the detalls of the M. 4 6.

Over $9,392.95 to the City. 


The Money Secured for the Municipal 
Treasury by the Post-Dispaten. 


EDISON AND CARONDELET ELECTRIC 
LIGHT COMPANIES MUST ALSO PUT UP. 


Over $20,000 Revenue Is New Assured— 
Waiting em City Counselor Marshall’s 
Opinion — Ex-City Counmseler Bell 
Thinks All the Coempantes Can Be 
Made te Pay. 


To the Post-OIsPaTcH the city is indebted 
for $9,892.95 which has just been paid into its 
treasury. 

The amount comes from the St. Louis Elec- 
tric Lightand Power Co, and is the first 
revenue paid tothecity by any electric light 
and power company since 1890. 

Now that one company has complied with 
the terms of its franchise and paid into the 
city treasury s per cent of its gross receipts, 
the others will doubtless rapidly do the same 
without any further urging on the part of 
the city officials. 

The Carondelet Electric Light Co. has ex- 
pressed its,willingness and intention to soon 
make the payment. That company is not 
large, and the amount will not be more than 
$2,500 or $8,000, but at the present stage of 
the city’s Onances that amount appears a 
very large sum. The amount to be paid by 
the Edison Electric Light and Power Co., 
provided City Counselor Marshall's forth- 
coming opinion declares it liable to the 5 per 
cent tax, as it doubtless will, is diMficalt to 
estimate, but it should be mush more per 
annum than any of the other companies. In 
the aggregate the entire amount will bea 
pretty penny to be added to the city’s an- 
neal revenue. 

And its payment at this time, in fact its 
payment ac ell, is due to the agitation of the 
Post-DisPratcu. The status of the entire 
e.eClvic light revenwe is this,

history of the Municipal and Missouri Elec- 
tric Light companies andthe absorption by 
the Edison Electric Light Co., the Post-Dis- 
PATCH discovered that while the Edison 
company claims only tobe the assignee of 
the Municipal company and to be doing 
busipess under a contract with the city by 
the Municipal company, it is im 
reallly a seperate company, operat- 
ing under a franchise of its own, 
one of the provisions of which is that it will 
pay into the city treasury semi-annually 5 
per cent of the gross earnings. It has signed 
an agreement and given bond to this effect. 
Upon investigation by the Post-DisPatTcH it 
was found that not only bad the Kdison never 
paidinto the eity one cent ofits revenues, 
but that since 1890 no othercompany had 
paid anything, although clearly obliged so to 
do. 

The payments had not been forced on these 
grounds: The Municipal and Missouri com- 
panies, under their contract for lighting the 
city, were held oy City Counselor Mar- 
shall to be exempt from the ordinance 
governing other companies. He had 
handed down a lengthy opision to this effect 
and, acting upon it, Comptroller Sturgeon, 
believing the Edison to have the same rights 
as the Municipal, had never asked the pay- 
ment ofthe5 per cent revenue. The Laclede 
Power Co. claims exemptionon the ground 
that itis operating under the franchise of 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. The st. Louis 
Electric Light and Power Co., more com- 
monly called the Guernsey-Scudder Co. and 
the Carondelet Co., were not paying any- 
ing anything because they disagreed with 
Mr. Marshalil’s opinion and did not think 
they ougut to pay over 6 per cent of 
thelr earnings unless the others 
aia. On this ground tbe attorneys 
for the companies had induced Mr. Sturgeon 
to allow the payment to be delayed until 
they could get an ordinance passed, also ex- 
empting them from paying the tax. Up to 
the time the POST- DISPATCH called his atten- 
tion to it Comptroller Sturgeon did not know 
that the Edison company had a separate 
franchise from the Municipal, or had signed 
the agreement and put upa penal bond to 
pay the tax. 

When the Post-DISPATCH brought the mat- 
ter to the attention of Comptroller Sturgeon 
and asked why the Edison was not paying 
over the revenue to which the city was 
entitled he flashed the opinion of Mr. 
Marshall saying that the Municipaland Mis- 
souri — oe 5 were exempt and stated 
thatitappliedto the Edison. When asked 
concerning this Mr. Marshall said the opin- 
ion did not refer totbe Edison. That the 

dison, in that it had signed the agreement 

nd putupits bond, was obligated to pay. 
But he made this provision that in so far as 
the Edisun’s plant was the — pe plant 
and existed under the Municipal contract 
the earnings arising from such part shoulg 
be exempt. Comptroller Sturgeon at once 
then asked for a written opinion on 
this matter, which has not yet been 
given, Counselor Marshal's time having 
been occupied with preparing several 
lengthy driefs to be submitted to the 
Supreme Court. He has now finished these, 
and the opinion may be looked for wituina 
few days. 

His aitention having been called to the 
non-payment of the revenue aad the de- 
pleted condition of the city’s treasury av. 
ing Deen pointed out by the Post-DisPaTou, 
Comptroller Sturgeon decided to allow no 
further delay in the payment of the tax. He 
immediately notified the St. Louls Kiectric 
Light and Power Oo. and the Carondelet Co. 
fo pay up, and in compliance with this 
demand osecretary Scudder has now 
turned the report of the earnings of that 
company for the years 1890, 91, '94, "93 and 
the first half of 1884, and at the same time 
handed overto the Treasurer $9,892.95, the 
amount due the city. The report shows 
earnings as follows: 1890, $18,780; 1891, $31,- 
245; 1892, $43,620; 1893, $57,816; Arst halt 1894, 
$36,600 At this rate of increase the revenue 
to the city from this company alone will 
hereafter amount annually to not less than 
$83,500. Mr. Sturgeon says he expecta to hear 
from the Oarondelet compasy within a few 
days.

Marshall says exists with reference to the 
Municipal and Missouri companies, I think 
that matter should be 222 upon by the 
courts. I fully believe the ordinance applies 
to all companies, and that no exemption can 
be made except by an ordinance which sbal 
repealthe law and make such exemption 
applicable to all. AS a matter of fact the 
Missouriand Edison are the same. I am 
glad the matter has been agitated by the 
Posr-Disr arch, and I hope u will not 
— until all the other companies, 
including the Laclede Power company, 
are also compelled to follow the lead of the 
St. Louts Electric Light & Power Co., whose 
franchise in reality ante-dates that of any 
Other electric company in st.

Bell made the 
statement fully coincided with him. He said 
further that toaska company which was

As soon as Mr. Marshall’s opinion is re- 
ceived by Comptroller Sturgeon he will con- 
sult with the Mayor as to the steps to be 
taken to compel the Edison to comply with 
the terms of its franchise.

Decision Teuehing Articles Other Than 
Manufactures of Woel by Carlisle. 


WasHIxGTon, D. C., Oct. 6.—It is stated 
at the Treasury Department that Secretary 
Carlisle very likely will decide this afternoon 
as to when the sections of the wool schedule 
of the new tariff act relating to goods other 
than those generally known as manufacturers 
of woolen will gointoeffect. Itis probable 
that the Secretary will define his position in a 


telegram to be sent to collectors generally or 
to the board of General Appraisers at New 
York. 

The Secretary. itis understood, will hold 
that the entire woolen schedule will go into 
effect Jan. 1, 1895, thus sustaining the New 
York Board and the Collector at Baltimore. 

It is learned also that the Secretary to-day 
in a letter to Collector Miller of the Revenue 
Bureau will decide that in view of the insur- 
mountable difficulties in the way of putting 
into operation the free alcohol section of the 
new act, that nothing further shall be done 
inthe matter until Congress meets again in 
DecembDer.

Heavy Fighting Between Them and the 
Belgians in the Congo State, 


ADVANTAGE TAKEN OF A TRUCE TO 
COMMIT AN ATROCITY. ' 


Over Thirty Chiefs Numbered Among 
the Killed— Belgians Captured 300,000 
Lakhs’ Worth of Property—Comment 
on Gov. Jones’ Reply to the English 
Anti-Lynching Associatien— Foreign. 


Loxwpor, Oct. 6.—The African mail has 
brought news of serious fighting between 
the Arabs and Belgians inthe Congo State. 
The Belgians claimed atrace after heavy 
fighting and they then hemmed in the Arabs 
and massacred them without quarter. 
Another account says the Arabs, com- 
manded by Chief Rumilisa, after a truce, 
hagreed upon a conference, which was event- 
ually commenced. But almost immediately 
afterwardsthe Arab powder magazine ex- 
ploded. This caused both sidesto suspect 
treachery and fighting between them was 
resumed. 

The Arabs were surrounded on all sides by 
the Belgians and were nearly all massacred. 
Chiet Ramilisa succeeded in escaping, but 
thé great majority of his followers perished. 
Over thirty chiefs were numbered among the 
slain. The Beigians captured 300,000 lakhs’ 
worth of property. 


RAKK IMP&RTINERCE. 


The English Anti-Lynching Committee's 
Letter to America. . 

Lonpon, Oct. 6.—The Pall Mall Gazette this 
afternoon, commenting upon the letter of 
the anti-lynching committee and the reply 
to it, made by Gov. Jones of Alabama, says 
that the eommittee’s letter was nothing 
short of impertinence, adding: 

„We are entirely in agreement with the 
snub administered in the Governor’s reply. 
Public opinion in America is enlightened and 
alert enough todeal with itsown adminis- 
trative abuses without the interference of a 
committee of irresponsible English busy- 
bodies. 

We hope that the lesson will not be lost 
upon the Americans themselves. No bod 
of Americans has as yet gone to the lengt 
of addressing the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
or the Chief Secretary of lreland on the ad- 
ministration of law inIreland. But resolu- 
tions and the like have been passed which 
came perilously near the anti-lynching com- 
mission’s impertinence.’’

In his petition Mr. Boogher says 
that on April 1, 1893, the defendants 
were directors in the Ralnwater- Bradford 
Hat Co., a corporation with a capital stock 
of $250,000, divided into 250 shares at a par 
value of $1,000 each. Thestock was then di. 
vided among them as follows: Charles C. 
Rainwater owning and controlling 100shares, 
of which ten shares were placed to the credit 
of Louis J. Silva, subject to his payment 
therefor to Rainwater; Alfred Brad- 
ford owned and controlled ninety shares 
and John B. Morris sixty shares. At this 
time, Boogher says, Rainwater was Presi- 
dent, Alfred Bradford Vice-President, Louls 
8. Silva S@cretary and John B. Morris Treas- 
urer. At that time the finances of the com- 
pany, Mr. Booghersays, were in a rather 
uncertain condition and losses had been 
met with which seriously impared the credit 
of the company and reduced the capil- 
tal stock and ready money. For 
the purpose of bracing up the 
credit of the company, the directors called 
a meeting and adopted resolutions to the 
effect that Rainwater, Bradford and Morris 
each cast into the treasury a pro rata share 
of their holdings so as to make up 3100. 000 in 
stock. Rainwater was to put in forty shares; 
Morris, twenty-four shares. and Bradford, 
thirty-six shares. Being anxious to dispose 
or this stock the directors, Khoogher says, 
represented to nim that they had carrie 
out the resolutions as adopted and had 
the stoc into the treasury as agreed, It 
then represented to be worth the par vw 
of 100 cents on the dollar. 

BOOGHER’S PURCHASE OF 8STOOK. 

Upon the representations so made 
having faith jn the solvency of the e 
pany, Boogher says he bought tun. 
five shares of the stock for $385,000 ib 
cash and gave his promisory 
notes for fifteen shares more, making 
in all fifty shares of stock to whieh he sub- 
scribed. Hestates further thatthe defen- 
fants knewat the time that the compa 
was insolvent and that the stock Was n 
worth $1,000 a share as r and ha 
only persuaded him to take the stock for the.

Home at Ottawa. 

SALINA, Kan., Oct. 6.— The Grand Lodge, I. 
O. O. F., of Kansas, which meets Monday at 
Wichita, will have before it an exceedingly 
lively session. The organization of the state 
is divided into two sections over the De Bols- 
siere Home matter, and hundreds of dele- 
gates will go from the Western and Central

The home has been a bone of cortention in 
the lodge for three years, ever since the ec- 
centric Frenchman, De Bolssiere, donated it 
to the Odd Fellows of the State. 

When became to Kansasit was with the 
intention of starting a «reat silk industry, 
and with that purpose he purchased $125,000 
wortb of land in Franklin ounty and started 
a silk station. Rutthe silk worms died and 
the station collapsed. Then, possessed of 
the wish to return to his beloved France, he 
leftthe country andafew months ago was 
puried among the beautiful avenues of Pere 
le Chaise, 

Before departing he deeded the whole 
property to a committee of five Odd Fellows, 
in trust for the grand lodge ofthe State, 
with the power to elect the successor of any 
who might resign or die on the board. ‘This 
committee was L. 6. Stein, u. B. Ward, G. 
A. Huron, C. L. Robbins and G. W. Jones. 

The Grand Lodge last year made an assess - 
ment on all lodges of the State fora fund to 
furnish and equip the home. It was a bur- 
densome tax, and many lodges refused to 
pay it. Reno Lodge of Hgtchinson secured 
an injunction against the Grand Lodge, but 
the Supreme Court overruled tt. Then last 
week the Supreme Lodge, I. O. O. F., at 
Chattanooga decided that it must be paid. 
So that unless the assessment is met these 
lodges can be deprived of their charters. 

The lodges claim that they are entitled to 
no privileges, the grand loige has nothing to 
say about the home Management and they 
intendto repudiate the acceptance of the 
home. A number of leading Odd Fellows 
met in this city this week and formulated de- 
mands which will be presentedin due form 
and will have the support ofa large party of 
delegates from Central a Western Kansas, 
where the burden is considered too heavy for 
the lodges to meet.

Louisville the Only Loser—New York's 
Recoord-Breaking Receipts. 


The profits of the several clubs of the Na- 
tional League during the season of 1894 are 
estimated by the Sorting Life to be as fol 
lows: 

The profits of the various clubs are about 
as follows: New York, $75,000;, Philadelphia, 
$50,000; Baltimore, $40,000; Brooklyn, $15,000; 
Boston, $30,000; Washington, $18,000; Pitts- 
burg, $20,000; Chicago, $20,000; Clevaland. 
$10,000; Cineinnati, $15,000; St. Louis, $5,000. 
The only club which lost money was Louis- 
ville, whose losses are estimated at about 
$10,000. Of course these figures are not acca- 
rate, but they come pretty near deing correct. 
President Von der Ahe says that his club 
made money, but deciines to give out the 
amount, which will, it is belleved, approx!i- 
mate $10,000 more nearly than 58.000. 

When the clubs togk the feld inthe spring 
the prospects were very bright, and while 
interest in the race was kept Up almost until 
the final games were played, the attendance 
in the Western cities fell off greatly. This 
was in direct contrasttothe hastern cities, 
in which the crowds were seldom, if ever, 
larger, and tn some cities, notably New York 
and Baltimore, were record-breakers. For 
both of these conditions the reasons were 
manifest. None of the Western clubs hac 
evenachance of getting higher up inthe 
race than fourth place after Sept. 1, 
while in the East during the concluding two 
months’ play Baltimore, New York and Bos. 
ton were fighting on almost even terms for 
the leadership. The Western clubs received 
the benefit of the largely increased attend- 
ance in these cities, and in Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn and Waskington the crowds were 
also large. The attendance in the closing 
games in the Westera eities was much larger 
than expected, with the exception of Louls- 
ville. All the visiting clubs made money at 
Sportsman’s Park, Washingtoa alone hav- 
ing occasion to grambie. The Philadelphia 
patronage was also limited.

~ KEITH'S DEATH. 


It Causes Drs. Priest and Marks to 
Moral‘ze. 


— 


PRIEST SAYS NEARLY ALL sur- 
CIDES ARE ACYORS. 


Both Fhysicianus Commend Keith’s 
Method amd Advocate the Morphine 
Route—It Is Painless and Less Re- 
volting Than Disfiguring the Body— 
Whata fuicide’s Brain Reveals. 


M. H. Keith, who died at the hospital, was 
what the physicians calla ‘‘sincere suicide.’’ 
In his case there was a desire for speedy and 
painless death and nocraving for dramatic 
effect, nor a desire to cause someone else 
pain and suffering by his death. 

Drs. Heine Marks, Superintendent of the 
City Hospital, and Warren G. Priest, Chief 
Dispensary Physician, come in contact with 
suicides every day in the year. The desire 
for knowledge has led them to make some 
investigations which are the basis of some 
remarkable theories on the subject. 

Dr. Heine Marks, when asked if he de- 
lieved it to be possible to discover what was 
the cause of suicide by examining the brain 
after death, sald that he aid not belleve that 
the investigations carried on by a New York 
physician, an account of nin was pub- 
lished in yesterday's Post-DisPaATCOH, were 
genuine. : 

It is impossible to ascertain,’’ said Dr. 
Marks, by the examination of a man’s 
Drain after death what particular cause in- 
duced him to kill himself. The brain tissues 
undergo no perceptible change, and even if 
the change took place it wonld defy analysis. 
The brain of a suicide is just like that of any 
other individual except in cases of paresis or 
other organic affections of the brain. 

The New York physician’s assertion that 
he could tell by the countenance if there 
was a tendency to commit suicide is far 
more plausible. The faceis a better index 
to the emotions than the brain matter. The 
quantity of Drain materialis no criterion of 
mental ability, nor is its color or organism 
an indication of the inclinations or ten- 
Gencies of the individual. Now this man 
Keith seems to have been entirely sane, but 
he came to the conclusion that he had lived 
long emugh and he sought death in the 
surest and most painiess manner, We

SUICIDES ARE ACTORS, 
**Sulcides are actors, said Dr. Warren G. 
Priest. „They seek to startle others by 
what they believe to bea daringact. There 
are some exceptions. Keith was one. The 


average person who commits suicide, how- 
ever, wants everyone to know he did it and 
why he did it. He feels that the world 
should pity him, andto make his act more 
interest ng he surrounds himself with all 
the tragic effects of the stage. If thereis a 
mirror in the room the suicide stands before 
It when he launches himself into eternity. 
During the time that intervenes between his 
decisionto kill himself and the commission of 
the act h spends the time in thinking how 
sorrowfu, his relatives and friends will be. 
He carefully caiculates the exact amount of 
pity whicl will be bestowed upon bim by his 
acquaintaices, In this manner he takes on 
an eXagg@ated self-importance, and the 
egotism ofhis nature is satisfied and gives 
him the foritude necessary to meet death in 
the most reroiting manner. 

**Kelth, however, was a sincere suicide. 
He simply desired to die. He did not want 
any one to be hanged fof having killed him, 
thereforein a straightforward note be told 
the truth. I wonder why it is that all per- 
sous who desire to kill themselves do not 
do as he did. Instead of using the uncer- 
tain revolver ot the more uncertain 
razor why do they not take a dose of 
morphine when they goto bed? There is no 
chance of thelr being disturbed until morn. 
ing. They will sink inte a dreamiless sleep 
and awaken on the other side. No pain, no 
care and no troeble about this certain 
means. ‘here is only oblivion until the pre- 
cincts of the other city are reached and after 
that l Delleve that they stand a better show 
thana mutilated, disfigured and revolting 
suicide who caused himse¥ as much pain as 
possible in setting away from here. There 
are two Classes of persons who commit suf. 
cide, There are thote who desire 
to die because they do not want 
to live and those who desire to die 
because Of the .sensation it will cause. 
With the latter class & isa sort of hysteria. 
With them thére is no physical courage in- 
volved in the ag, no matier what manner of 
death is chosen. Itissimply an insane de- 
sire to be noticed, or to horrify others. 


PHYSICAL COURAGS REQUIRED. 
There is, however, me physical cour- 
age in the act Ofa man vho dies for the sake 
of death itself, or beause he believes 
his death will actudly be a beneft 


to others. He is an expbrer going to an un- 
known land. He cannotpossibly know what 
is before him, yet he leaps into the dark sea 
with the confidencd@thatiome friendly billow 
willland tim safely som where. He does not 
cere where. Columbu set out to find 
a new land. He was “idiculed and calied 
crazy, yet he foundttaniit proved to de a 
better one than ary oher known at that 
time. Sothe suicidehops to find a more 
inviting place of extteme. This kind ofa 
suicide is not crazy. Hes simply mistaken. 
No man, if he could Vewhis own troubles in 
a philosophical way, or i he could look at 
them as seen by othes, would commit sul- 
cide, except, perhads, the murderer sen- 
tenced to be hanged ¢ the incurable invalid, 
Suicide is never jusifiablie and seldom ex. 
cusable, Dut if it mus be done, why not take 
the pleasant and paliess method employed 
y Keith?’’

It now seems probable that the st. Louis 
Catholic orphan asylums in charge of the 
Orphans’ Board will soon get possession of 
what is left of the estate of Robert Boyle. A 
decision has been handed down by Judge 
Dillon ordering lrustee David Hennessey to 
select two asylums which will prove ac- 
ceptable to Archbishop Kain by Oct. 12, fail- 


ing m which he shall be removed 
from the trusteéship, Mr. Hennessey 
says he will make no new séluctions 
nd it tue court has power to remove him 
welland good, He says he is tired of the 
whole matter, but that he will never select 
two asyiumns which have already had their 
share ofthe estate. It is certain, therefore, 
that Hennessey will be removed andthe 
selection made by k. W. Farish. the co- 
trustee. * 

The case has been before the pudlio for 

some time. W hen Kohert Boyle died he left his 
estate of about 820. 000 to be divided half and 
half between certain charitable institutions, 
which he named, and two orphan asylums, 
the most needy in Sst. Louls, which 
should be Gesignated by his trustee, 
subject tothe approval of the Archbishop. 
Hennessey, ithe trustee, selected St. i’hilo- 
pena s asylum and school and the school 
and Home of the Guardian Angel. Arch- 
bishop Kenrick approved the selection. Just 
at this time Archbishop Kain was appointed 
Coacjutor and took control of affairs. ‘The 
latter decided that the two institutions in 
question were not really orphan asylums, but 
rather industrial schools, and thsrefore not 
entitied tothe money, Abeut the same time 
Samuel Boyle, son of Robert Boyle, brought 
suit for a share in the estate, which was 
compromised by giving him half. 
„ Archbishop Kain wanted Hennessey to 
turn the money over to st. Ann’s and St. 
Josepu's orphan asylums. This Hennessey 
refused to do, as he said they had already 
received a portion of the estate, Then suit 
was brought to oust Hennessey, and the de- 
cision given afew days since 16 the result. 
During thetime the matter has been hang- 
ing fire in court Samuel Boyle nas again 
brought sult, this time for the balance of the 
estate now iield subject to division, on the 
ground that tue bequest hadiapsed. Hen- 
nessey says he will make no new selection, 
s0 On Oct. 12a motion will be made to have. 
him set aside as trustee. 

At the same time a mandatory order will 
be asked compelling him to turn over the 
property to wor. Farish, his co-trustee, who 
will Dame the two asylums selected by Arch- 
bishop Kain. The money will thea, if no 
further complications arise, be turded over 
to the institutions selected, which will also be 
made co-defendants to the sult now pending, 
in which Samuel Boyle ask¢ for the property.

After years of study in perfecting a new 
Prof. Henry Greenway of 1522 
Olive street has at last given that philosophy 
to the public. The audience to which he first 
propounded bis teachings was not large, but 
it was composed of men who have also given 
much time to investigating the very subject¢ 
of wifich Prof. Greenway taught. The first 
lecture was delivered at the residence of 
W. II. H. Clark at 2700 Pine street.

The whole philosophy 
is based upon the science taught by Emman- 
uel SwedenDorg. 

The teachings of Prof. Greenway are not 
in the@ature ofareligion but of a philoso- 
phy, pure and simple. One of the frst 
statements made by Prof. Greenway in 
teaching his philosophy is that the actuat- 
ing powerof the natural san is not from it- 
self, but from a living force proceeding 
from the sun ofthe spiritual world.“ Our 
atmospheres, he says, are dead in them- 
selves, but they are encompassed by what is 
spiritaal from the sun of the spirit world, 

SWEDENBORG’S PHILOSOPHY. 

In his frst lecture Prof. Greenway began 
his teaching by stating plainly that the phi.- 
losophy was that of Swedenborg, who died 
in 1772 at the advanced age of 84 years, 


Electric Currents of the Earth, 


Swedenborg, he said, seemedto be divinely 
inspired in his scientifc researches. He 
wrote more than any man ever did before, 
or has since. He taught that magnetism 
corresponds to love; that electricity cor- 
responds to truth. Astruth, or wisdom, is 
an expression or manifestation of love, so 
electricity isan expression or magifestion of 
magnetism. Magnetism is, therefore, the 
esse, or being, and electricity the existero, 
or child thereof. In other words, magnet- 
ism is the thing itself, the cause, and elec- 
tricity the effect. Thisis directly contrary 
to the accepted theory of to-day, which 
is that magnetismis born of electricity. 
Swedenborg taught that the commencement 
Was aspire. This Prof Greenaway held was 
the true conception. 

This spiral atom, if so it may be desig- 
nated, fur it is hardly that; this Keynote of 
the entire philosophy, has absolutely but one 
dimension.

When 
this matter had aitained sufficient density 
by the continual iInteriocking of these 
spirals it t loose fromthe sun. It was 
moving tr West to Kast just as is the sun.

NEWTON’S ATTRACTION THEORY WRONG. 
Prof. Green way says that Sir Isaac New~ 
ton’s theory of attraction Is all wrong, and 
that his theory is right. The sun has no 
attraction for the earth, he claims, nor the 


earth for the sun. They are simply two 
bodies moving in the same direction from 
West to east. The same is true of all the 
Planets, and there is no danger of any two 
Dlanets ever coming together. 

In summing up this matter Prof. 
Greenway says: The solar, or stel- 
lar vortices are collegated according 
to the same laws which govern the vorticies 
of tle magnet. When the axes of the mun- 
dane systems are not inflicted thelr orbits 
are speraliy cireular and thelr aetive centers 
in the middie; but when infected their 
<yrations are elliptical asd the aetive space, 
On the sun, Is one ofthe foel. In this case 
the planets move elliptically as those of our 
OwWD solar system, which is notin the axis of 
the sidereai sphere.

. ELECTRICAL CURRENTS. 

Pet. Greenway then took up more particu- 
larly the matter of electrical currents. He 
represented the earth as a huge ball wound 
round with strings of beads inaspiral man- 


ner so that if they were ducts any thing pats- 
ing through them would flow from north to 
south. Eaeh of these beads, he said, repre- 
sented one of these masses Of active spiralis. 
kach spiral was whirling and thus they were 
whirling each other. Tbe single spiral he 
said resembied two spiral bed springs 
with their small ends put together and 
this electrical or magnetic current passes 
down about the earth in the direction rep- 
resented by these strings Of beads, enters 
again at the South Pole, passes up through 
the earth, overflows ugain at the North Pole 
and then again down 8 earth.

He 
then expiained that a current of electricity 
was composed of millions of these 
minute gyrating spirals, interlocked and in- 
terwoven. lhey are like a long series of 
minute cog-wheels which fit into each other 
perfectiy. If one of these wheels is turned 
every wheel ig turned at the same time, no 
matter if the string be a thousand miles 
long. This explains the instantaneous trans- 
mission which, in reality, is not transmis- 
sion, but simply the disturbance of various 
particles in a long chain ot closeiy woven 
globules. 

Prof. Greenwiy is not like some philoso- 
phers who search out hidden 6ecrets of 
nature purely forthe pleasure of research. 
lie proposes putting his discoveries into 
practice and will shorily puta new electric 
motor Defore the scientific world,
